Now Demand Union Scale Instead 
of Wages Fixed by the Cler- 
ical Arbitrators a Few

All the steam engineers eniployed by the 
packers at the Union stockyards went on a 
strike yésterday afternoon because of al- 
leged discrimination against members of 
their union by ‘Swift & Co. . Their action 
threatens to tie up the engine rooms of the 
plants and bring the packing industry to an 
unexpected halt. 

While the engineers have been dissatisfied 
for some time, a general strike was not 
planned. Such a scheme was not brought up 
before the general union and was not even 
indorsed by the executive committee. Why 
it was called none but a few of the business 
agents know, but now that it is on the entire 
organization is expected to give it support. 


Recent Arbitration a Factor. 


witt the packers, and under this three Chi- 
cago ministers recently adjusted the wages 
and hours of the men. Their decision was 
not satisfactory to the workers and created 
much unfavorable comment. Thig sentiment 
stirred up the men, who, seizing the pretext 
of discrimination, forced the strike issue. 
There’ are 400 engineers in charge of the 
plants, and all are licensed by thecity. Their 
places cannot be filled save by the importa- 
tion of men from out of town, and some of 
the packers acknowledge that they cannot 
do this. Others have made preparations and 
will have some nonunion men at work today. 


tionary firemen unawares. Their business 
agent, Joseph Morton, has been negotiating 
with the packers for- union conditions and 
was to have settled with them at a confer- 
ence this afternoon. Now that the engineers 
have struck, he fears his men will go out and 
complicaie a situation which he declares “ is 
already bad.”’ 


Packers Are Indignant. 

The packers are indignant at the course of 
the engineers and declare that it demon- 
strates that arbitration with labor unions 
fs an uncertainty, They profess to be ig- 
norant of the cause’that led up to the walk- 
| out and 
untimély. 

The onus is the blame for the strike wae 
laid on Business Agent Neill McCallum’ by 
the otheg labor lehders at the yards. They 
declare that at 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, without warning the packers, he went 
out to the yards and, under orders from 
the men there, called the strike. This opened 
at Swift & Cg., where the alleged discrimi- 
hation took place. 

McCallum first called the twenty-two men 
at work in the engine rooms of the Swift 
plants to a conference and then ordered 
them out. All went according to orders, and 
were then sent to the other plants to spread 
the strike. By 3 o’clock practically every 
engineer had left his post and ma power 
began to drop.

When the employés of all the firms were 
out, ‘Business Agent McCallum sent word 
‘to the offices that when the packers signed 
the union scale a settlement would be made. 
These demands are for an eight hour day, 
three shifts of men; and 37% cents an hour 
for all members of the union. 

When these demands wert submitted to 
the three ministers two months ago they 
were deemed exorbitant and were cut to 30 
cents an hour for a work day of twelve hours. 
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their scale should be effective, and, taking 
advantage of this loophole, McCallum issued 
his. order. 

No Attempt to Justify Strike. 

‘The officials of the union do not expectany 
trouble in gaining their ends. During the 

afternoon they succeeded in getting consent 
to sign in most of the small plants on the 
outskirts of the yards. They declare that 
twenty in all have agreed, and hope the 
large concerns will follow suit today. None 
will attempt to justify the strike further 
than to say that the packers have been dis- 
criminating against the members of the 
union. 

Employers Not Even Notified. 

c. O. Young, superintendent at Swift's, 
said last night: 

“We do not know as yet. what the griev- 
ances of the engineers are, or whether they 
have ary grievances. They simply walked 
out without giving any notice or making any 
claim, so far as we know, of unfair treat- 
ment. We have not heard from the engi- 
neers directly whythey quit. We submitted 
the questions in dispute to arbitration some 
time ago and regarded them as settled when 
the arbitrators Aecided these questions.”

J. H. HAMLINE OPPOSES. 


Chief Executive Told That Peo 
ple of the Metropolis Are 
Anxious for End of the 

Traction Struggle.

Springfield, Ill., May 6.—[{Special.}]—The 
Chicago traction committee, headed by 
Mayor Harrison and Edwin Burritt Smith, ’ 
special counsel for the city, appeared before 
Gov. Yates today in behalf of the Mueller’ 
bill. Their arguments before the governor 
lasted for more than four hours, and ine | 
cluded an exhaustive,examination of every 
feature of the act. The delegation included’

Gov. Yates listened attentively to the argue

A 
transcript of the stenographic report of the 
evidence at the hearing was placed tn the 
governor's hands tonight. Durtng the after- 
noon he was in consultation with some of 
his personal friends and political advisers. 
But it is not known whether he discussed 
his future action on the measure or not. 

It is the general opinion in Springfield, 
among both opponents and friends of the 
enabling act, that Gov. Yates will sign the 
bill. They say that it will be so obviously 
political suicide to veto it that he will not 
do so even to oblige Lorimer and others, 
who control his political actions, The gov- 
ernor’s friends say he can gain nothing by 
allowing the bill to go unsigned or unvetoed 
for ten days. Such a course,.could only earn 
him the enmity of both sides. 

Besides Mayor Harrison and Edwin Bur- 
ritt Smith, Ald. Foreman and Bennett spoke 
for the Mueller bill. The substance of their 
speeches was that the legislation was desired 
by all the people of Chicago, as had been 
proved by its indorsement in both mayoralty 
conventions; that the bill was the product 
of mature consideration; that it was in no 
sense in the interest of any traction com- 
pany, and that its adoption was optional | 
with the people of Chicago or of any other 
city in the state. 


Mayor Harrison’s Appeal. 

Mayor Harrison was urgent in his appeal 
for immediate action. He saidin part: 

** It is especially desirable for Chicago that { 
this step be taken at this time,” he cad 
“ because in these last hours of the legisia- 
ture it will be an absolute impossibility to | 
secure enabling legislation other than this. 
The main trunk line franchises of the city 
expire on the 30th day of July. Before that 
time it will be necessary for the council of 
our city to take up the question of the dis- 
position of these franchises. What is to be 
done with them? What is the city to do in 
order to afford proper transportation facili- : 


“ You are probably aware that the street 
car service of the city of Chicago today ifs | 
wretched. The people are demanding an im- 
proved service and we do not believe that * 
that service can be given to it and the proper | 
steps taken for good in the future without | 
the city having the power to own and operate > 
its street cars, in order that that may be used | 
to compel the traction companies to meet the 
city at the present time or to accept from 
the city an ordinance that will not only be 
favorable to the companies but favorable 
to the citizens of Chicago and will be a guar- 
antee in the future that that service will be 
kept up to the proper mark for a great cos- 
mopolitan city like ours—e city of 2,000,000 
of souls, a city covering so extensive a terri- 
tory that proper street car service is abso- 
lutely essential for the transaction of busi- ; 
ness in our city.” y 


Ald. Bennett Explains. 

Ald. Frank L Bennett, chairman of local 
transportation of the Chicago city council, 
then discussed briefly the provisions of the 
bill. He said that it had been carefully and 
deliberately considered prior to its passage. 
“This bill,” said he, “if we understand it 
right, in short gives the city of Chicago 
the right to own and operate street railways, 
and, owning, to lease, if it shall not desire 
to operate lines itself. 


“This bill provides that we may insert _ 


in any grant to a company the right to take 
over the property of such company at the 
end of the grant upon terms to be specified 
in the ordinance or in case the city shall 
not desire to take over the plant, that it 
may require the new company, In case the 
grant is refused to the old company, to take 
over the plant of the old company.

Replies to Hamline. 

Edwin Burritt Smith tnen took the floor to 
reply to Mr. Hamline.

Not Like Bliss Amendment. 

Mr. Smith declared that the Trautmann 
amendment was in nowise similar to the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Bliss and that 
he had personally informed Mr. Bliss that 
the Trautmann amendment was the most 
substantial and comprehensive amendment 
which could be offered on the subject of pro- 
tecting the companies at the expiration of 
twenty years. -Mr. Bliss demurred to this, 
said Mr. Smith. , 

In reply to Mr. Hamiline’s assertion tha 
the provisions of the Mueller bill fix the 
price at which the companies must be dis- 
posed of at the expiration of the twenty year 
grant, Mr. Smith said that no terms of 
purchase are included in the bill. 

‘The omly reference to this,’’ said he, “ is 
that provision is made by means of which 
the proper price to be paid at that time may 
be ascertained. There is no foundation for 
the fear that the city will be under obliga- 
tions to the car companies at the end of 
twenty years as a result of this] ation. 
The chief object of this Trautmann amend- 
ment is that the city may have two compa- 


| nies in place of one to deal with at the close 


of twenty years, if it is not then ina position 
to take over the property of the companies.” 


Hamline Closes Arguments, 

Mr. Hamline was allowed a few minutes in 
which to close his argument. He devoted 
his attention to explaining why he had not 
counseled with the promoters of the traction 
legislation. He admitted that the Traut- 
mann amendment was the cause of his an- 
tagonism to the bill. He said this amend- 
ment ‘‘ was adopted only last week, but since 
that time my attention has all been with the 
bill. I petitioned members of the senate, Gov. 
Yates, and Lieut. Gov. Northcott against per- 
mitting the bill to carry such an amend- 
ment,” 

The Chicago delegation expressed its desire 
to return to Chicago on an early afternoon 
train, and some information in the hands of 
Gov. Yates, which had been prepared by 
Allan Ripley Foote of Chicago, editor of 
Public Policy, was not put before the con- 
ference. Gov. Yates stated that he would in- 
vestigate the Foote statement, which con- 
tained several thousand words, and if subse- 
quently anything material relative to the 
bill develops another conference would be 
probable before executive action is taken re- 
garding the bill. At 2:10 p. m. the conference 
ended. 

Gov. Yates greeted Mayor Harrison and 
the members of the Chicago delegation cor- 
dially as they, left his office, but other than 
saying informally to Mr. Smith that he 
might ask for further information at any 
time, no mention of the bill was made in his 
conversation with the delegation members.

“ Grant park is the part of the city which 
first strikes the visitor's eye,’ said Park 
Commissioner D. F. Crilly yesterday, ‘‘ and 
we'intend to make it a piece of work that 
will compare favorably with parks in the 
east and Europe.’ The basin is to be filled 
up. This will take 3,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth and will dost considerable money un- 
less We secure the codperation of the govern- 
ment and drainage commissioners and put 
@ stop to the dumping of mud from the river 
into the lake.”’ 

“There is nothing to interfere seriously 
with the location of the mugeum. The jand- 
scape work at the park will depend to a 
great extent on the architectural character 
of the great monument that will contain 
the museum. The building will influence its 
surroundings and their treatment. The im- 
provements will cost about $1,000,000. 

** We do not anticipate any serious oppo- 
sition on the part of Montgomery Ward or 
other property owners on Michigan avenue 
to the location of the museum, It might be 
necessary to start condemnation proceed- 
ings, but I am hopeful property owners will 
not stand in the light of the most impor- 
tant step that has been taken for a city beau- 
tiful,”’ 

Mr. Ward, according to his nephew, James 
W. Thorne, will not cease fighting against 
the location of the museum on the lake 


front. 


“ Mr. Ward," said Mr. Thorne, ‘* has fought 
for the preservation of the lake front for 
the last ten years and has net changed his 
views.”’ 

Mr. Thorne added that the property own- 
ers on Michfgan avenue were with Mr. Ward 
in bis efforte to preserve the lake front for 
a breathing space. 

“It looks as if the location for the Field 
Columbian mruseum had been secured,” said 
H. N. Higinbotham, “ and of course we are 
all delighted. We have planned to erect the 
building in that part of the park at present 
submerged, opposite Congress street. It is 
hardiy fair to say that it will be a $5,000,000 
building with a $5,000,000 endowment. We 
all know Mr. Field would not erect a build- 
ing that- would not be a masterpiéce."’ 

With. part of the money to be raised.by the 
$3,000,000 bond issue the south park board 
intends tog,gestablieh an eighty acre park in 
the southwest part of the town of Lake and 
a forty acre park for Park near the 
Calumet river. ‘The t' locations have 
not been ‘decided.

“TADPOLE HOLE” 
CASH FORBIDDEN, 
Hecotds of the Constitutional 


~Conyention Show Plainly 
Framers’ Intent. 


CLASSED AS A. RAILWAY. 


Appropriation Clearly Is legal 
and a Lively Fight Is Prom- 
ised in the Courts. — 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Springfield, Ill., May 6.—[Special.]—There 
will be great trouble in store for the ‘‘tad- 
pole hole *’ when the constitutionality of the 
appropriation. made by this general assem-— 
bly -for. its. will be tested 
in the highest courts of the state. The pro- 
ceedings of the constitutional convention 
of 1870 were examined carefully today by 
Representative Burke and they prove con- 
clusively that the convention in question 
never intended for one cent to go out of the 
state treasury for the maintenance, repair, 
or a ra of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal. 
. This is not a question of surmiise, or doubt, 
but a hard proposition, proved by the debates 
of the constitutional convention. The matter 
came up in the convention, was discussed 
and voted on. Any layman, much less a 
lawyer, can read and see for himself that 
there is only one side to it, the appropriations 
are unconstitutional. 


Intent of Makers Is Clear. 


In the construction of any provision of the 
constitution debates of the constitutional 
convention upon that proposition are careful- 
ly considered and have great weight with the 
judges who will decide the question. The 
intent of the makers of the constitution, as 
clearly expressed in the reports of the con- 
stitutional convention, stands h with 
every court in Illinois. 

When the whole clause relative to the 
canal came up in the constitutional conven- 
tion a fight sprung up over this proposition: 

“The general assembly shall never loan 
the credit of the state or make appropriations 
from the treasury thereof in aid of railroads 
or canals; provided that any surplus earn- 
ings of any canal may be appropriated for 
its enlargement and extension.”’ 


Question Is Divided. 


The remainder of the section or the para- 
graph regards the sale or lease of the canal, 
and a referendum was adopted without any 
trouble. Under the rule of the president a 
division of the propositions was ordered as 
follows: 

“ First—The general assembly shall never 
loan the credit of the state in the aid of raijl- 
roads or canals. 

** Second—The general assembly shall never 
make appropriations from the treasury of 
the state in aid of railroads and canals. | 

“ Provided, that any surplus earnings of 

any canal may be appropriated for its en- 
largement or extension.”’ 
. Exception Was taken to this ruling by a 
humpber of the members who did not fancy 
a division. An appeal was had from the rul- 
ing of the chair and the chair was sustained 
by .a vote of 31 to 20. Then came a vote on 
the first proposition. It was adopted by a 
vote of—yeas, 4; nays, 11. 


Pillsbury Would Exempt Canals. 


The second proposition then was submitted. 
Mr. Pillsbury called for a further division, 
saying that the question of voting for the 
appropriations for railroads should be voted 
on separately from that of the canal. He 
said he did not want to prevent the legisla- 
tyre from protecting» property the state al- 
ready owned, in case the interests of the 
people demanded appropriations to keep the 
canal in repairs. He wanted to vote on the 
question freed from connection with the 
railroads 


The chair held that this question was not 
susceptible of further division and expressed 
doubt as to the correctness of his decision on 
the first division. He sa. he might reverse 
nimself afterwards and apologized to the 
convention. 

So it will be seen from this that the question 
of a division showed a diversity of opinion 
in the constitutional convention. Some mem- 
bers were willing to help the canal along out 
of the state treasury, but were unwilling to 
do anything for the railroads, but the chair 
held the whole subject was one and indivim- 
ble, and what applied to the railroads applied 
to the canals, too. 


Put Before the Convention. 
Thereupon the chair stated the proposition: 
“The question, however, will be taken 

upon the second branch of the proposition: 
‘The general assembly shall never make 
appropriations from the treasury for aid of 
railroads and canals, provided that any sur- 
plus earnings of any canai may be appropri- 
ated for its gniargement or extension.’ ”’ 

A roll call"was ordered and the secretary 
proceeded to call it. The official report of 
the constitutional convention says: 

‘*Mr. Benjamin, when his name was called, 
said: ‘Mr. President, I am in favor of a 
proposition that the general assembly shall 
not make appropriations from the treasury 
in aid of railroads, but I am opposed to any 
prohibition by, which the general assembly 
would be precluded from making appropria- 
tions from the treasury for repairs and 
preservation of the property of the state— 
the Illinois and Michigan canal. I there- 
fore vote no.’ ”’ 

Pillsbury, who, as will be seen above, 
called for a division so as to split up the 
question, and, if possible, give aid to the 
canal, wanted to explain his vote, but Jim 
Allen of Crawford offered an objection and 
Pillsbury promptly voted No.” 


Recognized Case as Hopeless. 

So it will be seen that Pillsbury recognized 
the fact that the canal could not get any 
help out of the state treasury under this 
provision. The proceedings then go on: 

‘““Mr. Wagner, when his name was called, 
said: ‘I vote no, for the reason that I 
believe that proposition robs the state of 
its ability to care for itself and to protect the 
canal.’ 

There were thirty-five votes in favor of 
this proposition, and twenty-five against it, 
and the only construction that can be placed 
on the proceedings of the convention from 
the explanation of the votes by the mem- 
bers on roll call and the refusal of the presi- 
dent to divide the question a second time is 
as plain as day. The constitution put the 
canal in the same light as a railroad. It 
could not get state credit nor an appropria- 
tion from the state any more than a rail- 
road, and in order to keep the canal 
going the proviso was put in that any sur- 
plus earnings of any canal might be appro- 
priated for its enlargement or extension. 

Of course this contest over the constitu- 
tionality of the appropriation will not af- 
fect the canal commissioners so far as their 
salaries go, because this matter is always 
covered by the general appropriation bill.

New York, May 6.—[Special.]—Charles T. 
Yerkes, who is managing director of the com- 
pany which is building the London under- 
ground railways, arrived here today on the 

onpring Wilhelm. He comes here to at- 
tend to some of his interests in California, 


j ‘end expects’ to be in this country about 


three weeks. Speaking of the work on the 
London subways, Mr. Yerkes said: | : 

“The people of London are getting used to 
baving their streets tunneled under, and 
therefore are not kicking as much as they did 
at the-beginning. They now appreciate the 
magnitude of the work we have undertaken 
and the great benefit they will derive from 
a speedy completion of the work. They are 
saying to us, therefore, in substance,‘ God 
speed and more powerto you.’ And yet we 
are not digging up London to anything like 
the extent New York has been dug up in the 
building of the subway. 


‘“Considers New York Work Difficult. ‘ 
“T don’t say this by way of criticising New 
York methods of construction, Far from it. 
But owing to ttie nature of the London sub- 
soll we are able to push our way forward 
« lle you have to dig it out or blast it out. 
If we had to meet similar conditions in Len- 
don I don’t believe the people would ever 
stop kicking. | 
“TI think the British are a bit-surprised at 
the way work has been rushed. No public 
work, or private work, for that matter, in 
England ever has been pushed as this work 
has been pushed, and I think the people 
there are not yet over the surprise that so 


ly so short a time. 


Power House a Great Affair. 

* But that which interests the British pub- 
lic most, I think, and that which interests 
our company most, is the great power sta- 
tion on the bank of the Thames which will 
supply all the power we will use on the en- 
tire system. The building covers four acres, 


and when completed will contain ten 7,500 


horse power engines. which will furnish 
power to generate all our electricity, and 
when the machinery is all set up, which will 
be by July of next year, we shall have room 
enoughin the building to increase gur power 
capacity by at least 530 per cent. 


Trying Third and Fourth Rail. 

** One of the properties we acquired was an 
old steam road that ran from Ely to Har- 
row. This road we have equipped with what 
we know in this country as. the third rail 
system. We have three rails, but we have 
also what has not yet been introduced in this 
country—nameiy: a fourth rail. This we use 
to conduct the surplus and waste power 
back to the power house. I would not like 
to estimate the amount we save by the use of 
the fourth rail, but it is an amount that is 
worth while saving, I assure you. On this 
road- we are schooHng our motormen for 
future service.” 


Knows Nothing of Finance. 


Mr. Yerkes was asked if, now that the issue 
of profit eharing notes had been oversub- 
scribed, he favored an increase,in the pro- 
posed loan to his company, making the loan 
$35,000,000. instead of $30,000,000. 

“©,” said Mr.. Yerkes, smiling, “ that is 
something you must ask the bankers about. 
I don’t know. anything about finance.”’

Tug Takes Laundry to Kenosha. 

Kenosha, Wis., May 6.—([Special.]—Keno- 
sha this week is acting the part of a washer- 
woman for the city of Chicago. Last.night 
a small tughoat came up to the docks and 
tied up for the night. It didn’t seem to have 
any particular business here, but the owner 
at once went to one of the laundries and 
asked the proprietor if he would do some 
work for the boat. 

The laundryman went down to the boat to 
get the package, expecting a small assort- 
ment of shirts and collars, with possibly a 
towel or tw6, but he was surprised to find 
that the boat was practically loaded with 
soiled linen. A wagon load of it was hauled 
to the laundry, and as soon as possible it was 
turned out, and when the boat put out of 
‘the harbor today it carried clean linen back 
to Chicago. 

As the tug was clearing the harbor one of 
the hands confided to a boy that the boat 
had been chartered by a Chicago hotel to 
bring its washing to Kenosha. This is a 
strong union town, and the laundries have

Attacks on two girls—one of them a non- 
union waitress and the other a union picket— 
foliowed the attempt of H. H. Kohlsaat & 
Ca, to replace the striking negro waiters in 
the company’s downtown restaurantes yester- 


**Mary Collins, the picket, was struck in the 
face and knocked down im front of the.res- 
taurant in, the Northwestern Upiversity 
budiding, 43 Dearborn street. Charles Rus- 
sell, a private detective, who is said to have 
made the attack, was arrested after having 
been badly beaten by the crowd. 

The other girl, Sadie Cole, 24 years old, 
fs said to have been attacked in an elevated 
railway station. John McKenzie, formerly 
head waiter in the Dearborn street nestau- 
rant, was.arrested on the charges of assault 
and battery and disorderly conduct. 

During the day the company imported more 
than 100 girls from Milwaukee to fill the 
places of the strikers. The girls arrived in 
the afternoon in two special cars and were 
given police protection. 

Union waitresses tried to reach the girls 
and talk to them, but were kept back by the 
police. while the girls were taken in cabs 
to the Garden City hotel, 48 Sherman street. 
The waitresses tried to gain access to them 
there, but failed. 
»’The company served notice on the union 
during the day that it stood ready to rein- 
state all but forty-three of the discharged 
men, who are declared to have been incompe- 
tent. Some time ago waiters in the North- 
western restaurant were discharged for 
cheating the house by manipulating checks 
issued to the students, and their successors 
are said to have been equally guilty. 

“TI know nothing of this,’ said Business 
Agent Bauman of the union last gevening, 
* but I do know we will not permit the res- 
taurants to reopen without a bitter fight.”

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REWARD OFFERED IN FRUD 


GOV. BECKHAM WILL PAY 8500 
FOR MAN WHO KILLED MARCUM. 


Small Chance of Money Ever Being 
Claimed—Judge Hargis Would Not 
Ask Executive to Offer Sum Until He 
Had First Suggested It—Assassin Is 
Said to Be Known to Not Less than 
Three Persons—Officials Decline to 
Act. 


Jackson, Ky., May 6.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Beckham has offered a reward of $500 for 
the arrest of the assassin of J. B. Marcum, 
who was shot down on the courthouse steps 
here, 

The reward was issued upon the demand of 
County Judge Hargis, who witnessed the 
shooting, and the manner in which he de- 
manded it again shows the care every one 
As taking to avoid running counter to either 
side in the feud, 

-Under.the peculiar stat# law the governor 
cannot offer the reward unless it is demand- 
ed by the county or circuit judge. Judge 
Hargis would not ask it voluntarily, soit was 
arranged that the governor should suggest 
that the judge make the request. 


Letter Clears Way for Reward. 

This was done in the following letter from 
Gov. Beckham to County Judge Hargis: 

“* Under section 1,932 of the Kentucky stat- 
utes the governor has power to offer rewards 
in such cases up to $500, but he cannot do so 
unless officially requested by a circuit or 
county judge. No effort should be spared in 
this matter, and I will, therefore, gladly offer 
the full limit allowed by law if authorized 
to do so either at your request as county 
judge or at the request of a circuit judge. 
I hope you will give the matter prompt at- 
tention, and if the local officers have no cléw 
to who the guilty party is that you will apply 
to me for the reward authorized by law.” 

It is freely said here that if Judge Hargis 
had made the first suggestion of offering a 
reward for the assassin he would have been 
a marked man and as good as dead, for the 
evidence of a disposition to betray the 
sidé his family name is associated with. 


No Official Steps Taken. 

Absolutely nothing official has been done 
to apprehend the assassin, who is known to 
not less than three persons. 

Sheriff Ed: Callahan himself admits he 
saw the shooting while standing in Judge 
Hargis’ store, opposite the courthouse. In- 
stead of rushing over and arresting the 
man he took refuge inside the store. He 
said he was certain to be killed if he made 
the attempt and hesdid not care to risk his 
life. 

County Judge Hargis was also in front 
of his store, having just left the courthouse. 
He says he did not order Sheriff Callahan 
to search the courthouse, as he knew of the 
grudge against him, but summoned his dep- 
uty, B. J. Ewen, a friend of Marcum, who 
was at his side when shot. 


What Search Revealed. 


Ewen formed a posse composed of S. 8S. 
Taulbee, O. H. Noble, and Asberry Spicer, 
and these, accompanied by Mrs. Sarah 
Patrick, a sister of Marcum, and her daugh- 
ter Florence, searched the building tmme- 
diately. They obtained access to all the 
rooms save the courtroom, from which Jim 
Cockrell was assassinated, and the offices of 
County Judge Hargis and Sheriff Callahan. 
These rooms were locked and they could not 
get in. 

This ng circumstance may operate, 
should the legislature decide to revive jus- 
tice in Breathitt county by the fmpeach- 
ment of officers, which has been suggested. 

Judge Hargis says he sent word to Mar- 
cum’s friends, through the medium of County 
Attorney Blanton, that if they wanted to 
make an affidavit he would issue warrants. 
They, knowing this meant death to them, 
declined to take such action. 

The reward now offered may not attract 
detectives, as they would take their lives in 
their hands, and it ts certain no one in the 
county is willing to swear to a warrant, as 
must be done in the county. The trouble is 
far from ended, but it may be weeks before 
one of the Hargis side is picked off. 


Warning Received Too Late. 


A messenger who left the interior of 
Breathitt county at dawn on Monday to bear 
a warning to Attorney J. B. Marcum that a 
plot to kill him had been formed the night 
before, reached Jackson a few minutes after 
an assassin’s bullets had crashed 
Marcum’s brain and heart as he stood in the 
courthouse. door. 

Sunday night Edward Strong, a friend of 
Mareum’s, was informed that a conspiracy 
had been entered into at a meéeting of sev- 
eral desperate men at a blind tiger three 
miles from Jackson to assassinate Marcum 
on Monday. At daylight he sent a messenger 
to convey the information to the attorney, 
who lay dead when he arrived. This state- 
ment was made by Mrs. Marcum in an inter- 
view today. : 

Families Leaving Country. 

Several families are preparing to follow the 
example of over fifty people who during the 
last six months have fled the country. Male 
members will leave immediately, and, when 
they have found a home, the women and obit. 
dren will follow. a 

It is expected that the contingent with 
which Marcum was allied, which includes the 
influential family of Postmaster Hurst, Mar- 
cum’s father-in-law, are uniting against the 


Cockrill family with a. view to precipitating 
a fight. .

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{PROBE FOR POSTOFFIGES. 


CHICAGO AMONG CITIES TO BE 
‘SUBJECTED TO INQUIRY. 


Thorough Investigation of Methods in 


Vogue in.All Large Towns Planned 
by the Department—Charge That 
Supplies Have Been Forced In 
Where They Were Not Needed Also 
to Be Looked Into—System to Be 
Reformed. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—([Special.}]— 
There will be a general ov uling of the 
postoffices at Chicago, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, and all large offices through- 
out the country 70 ascertain if there has been 
extravagant expenditure for postal sup- 
plies and to inquire into the administrative 
features of those offices. 


Postmaster General Payne announced to-- 


day that the investigation would begin 
after the inquiry into the scandals in the de- 
partment has been completed, and the new 
investigation will be continued all the pres- 
ent year. It will be thorough, and the prime’ 


motive is to determine whether there has 


been a lavish use of supplies, whether they 
were forced upon the postmasters in ppposi- 
tion to their wishes, and whether requisitions 
were made for the supplies. 
Decided Upon Long Ago. 

Mr. Payne said this investigation was de-. 
cided upon last year, and in order to enable 
him to conduct it he secured from congress an 
appropriation of $6,000. He has not decided 
upon the extent or details of the plan, or 
whether it will be carried out by a committee 
of experts from the department or by per- 
sons not connected with it. Lawyers or local 
experts connected with various offices may 
prosecute the work, the result of which prob- 


ably will bring about a change in the manner, 


of doing business ‘and the introduction of 
more modern methods. 

Charges have been made that the post- 
masters throyghout the country have .been 
compelled to accept supplies for which there 
Was no use at the dictation of the officials of 
the department. All. books and papers will 
be examined for. the purpose of determin- 
ing the truth or falsity of the charges. 


Van Cott’s $3,000 Automobile. 


Some curious transactions have been un- 
earthed, Postmaster Van Cott of New York 
havingebeen given a $3,000 automobile to be 
used in, transporting the postal receipts 
from the postoffice to the subtreasury. 

This vehicle was bought and maintained 
out of the postal funds and said to be chiefly 
used for private convenience. The vehicle 
with the latest improvements was allowed 
about a year ago by George W. Beavers, 
until lately superintendent of the division 
of salaries and allowances, The question has 
arisen in connection with the pending in- 
vestigation whether this was a proper ex- 
penditure, but it is doubtful if anything can 
now be done about it. 

Postmaster Van Cott has thus been set- 
ting an example of conveniences while in 
Office to the postmasters of the country, and 
the inspectors recently have been seeking 
in particular to ascertain whether the clerks 
in his office had been giving up a portion of 
their salaries in consideration of promotions. 
The practice, if established, djd not neces- 
sarily point to Mr. Van Cott. but he has been 
the principal user of the fine red devil. 

Mr. Beavers is reported to have told Mr. 
Van Cott to go ahead and purchase the 
kind of an automobile he needed. When Mr. 
Van Cott was asked yesterday by long dis- 
tance telephone about the expenditure he 


said tha Buto was needed in transporting 
money from the postoffice to the sub- 
treasury. 


Payne Explains His Plans. 

In discussing the proposed investigation, 
Postmaster General Payne said: 

“I have not yet resolved on the extent 
or details of the scheme for examining the 
city postoffices. It may be done by a com- 
mittee of experts who may be from the post- 
office department, or it may.be composed 
of people outside the department. The ap- 
propriation was increased because we could 
not foresee all the expenses incident to such 
an undertaking and desired to have enough 
money to do the work thoroughly. It may 
be thought best to employ local experts on 
some of the postoffices, or we may have to 
employ lawyers. 

“The examination of the city postoffices 
will proceed, no matter what is the outcome 
of the investigation into the conduct of af- 
fairs in the postoffice department. This ex- 
amination will continue long after the in- 
vestigations here have ceased, and will prob- 
ably result in a change in the methods of 
doing business. 

‘*‘T had decided on the investigation and 
examinations months ago, but did not ex- 
pect that they would acquire the publicity 
which has been given to them. It is not 
the statement of facts to which I object, but 
we have been hampered and annoyed by 
the publicity given to things which did not 
exist.”’

Negro Question Declared to Be 
, N ot the Only One Press- 
ing for Solution. 


BURDEN FOR WHITE MAN. 


President of Charities Conference 
Enumerates Matters Requir- 
ing Co-operation. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 6.-—-[Special.}—The fea- 
ture of the opening session of the national 
conference of charities and corrections to- 
night was the address by President Robert 
W. De Forest of New York, in. which he 
notable declaration in regard to 
the race problem. He said in part: 

“ The crank declaration repeated so often 
by northern men in the southern educational 
conference just held at Richmond that the 
negro. problem is essentially a southern prob-. 
lem and must be solved by the southern 
people simply recognizes a truth of far wider 
application. The ‘ white man’s burden’ is 
different in different environments and not 
only must those who do the lifting of the 
weight be those who stand next to it, but 
those who stand next to it must be the ones 
to decide how to carry it. Their neighbors, 
who usually have troubles of their own, 
though of a different kind, can best aid by. 
manfully bearing that other-part of the 
common burden which is nearest to them. 


Problem of Tenement Life. 

“TI come from New York, the city of the 
tenements, where people are so crowded 
together that frequently twenty-four fam- 
ilies are living on A lot no larger than 25 
x100 feet; where there are men, women, 
and children living in over 350,000 dark 
rooms which have no more light or ven- 
tilation than can sift into them through 
two other rooms that separate them from 
the outer air. To meet such canditions is our 
part, and one of our several parts, of this 
‘white man’s burden.’ 

“The conditions of tenement life in north- 
ern cities have quite as much claim on your 
sympathies as your negro conditions have on 
ours, and may call as loudly for friendly 
aGvice, and do concern you as closely po- 
l:tically, but could you, who do not stand 
near to this weight, and have no experience 
in handling it wisely, dictate to us how to 
Mft it? 

Racial Problem of the Pacific States. 

“ Jiist so our Pacific states have had their 
racial problem. We of the north and the 
south know the Chinaman chiefly as a pa- 
tient laundryman, and when we see him toil- 
ing unceasingly even till the late hours of the 
hight, when toil for others has ceased, we are 
apt to think of him-only as a useful addition, 
to our insufficient laboring class. His pro- 
posed exclusjon from the United States came 


as a distinct shock not only to our senti-, 


mental conception of America as a refuge 
for the weak and oppressed of all nations, but 
to our practical desire to inerease our re- 
sources of labor. But we.soon realized that 
tthe Chinese burden rested on our Pacific 
slope, and we acquiesced loyally in their 
method of handling it. 


Quotes Cleveland’s Address. 


“Therefore, Iam sure that I cannot bet- 
ter voice the attitude of the northern mem- 
bers of this conference toward your special 
burden, the negro problemi, than to quote 
the words uttered only a few weeks ago in 
New York by our honored ex-president, Gro- 
ver Cleveland: 

“*The realization of our hopes for the 
negro must, after all, mainly depend upon 
the sentiment and conduct of the Jeading and 
responsible white men of the south and upon 
the maintenance of a kindly and helpful feel- 
ing on their part toward those in their midst 
who so much need their aid and encourage- 
ment.’ 


FIFTEEN SAILORS DROWNED 


AMONG NOVA SCOTIA REEFS. 

Fishing Schooner Gloriana Goes to 
Pieces on the Rocks and Only Three 
Men of Entire Crew Saved. 


Canso, N. S., May 6.—The American fishing 
schooner Gloriana, Capt. George Stoddard, of 
Gloucester, Mass., ran ashore during a thick 
fog on the cliffs at Whale cove, near White 
Point ledges, last night, and fifteen of the 
crew, including the captain, were drowned 
out of a total of eighteen. 

When the vessel struck the cliff Seamen 
Richards, Leblanc, and Nickerson, the only 
ones saved, were on deck and they ran for- 
ward, rushed out on the bowsprit, and 


} climbed up the cliff of rocks to a place of 


safety before a receding wave carried the 


vessel off again. 


Others of the crew who were below rushed 
on deck half clad and started to lower the 
dories. As soon as each boat touched the 
water it was smashed into pieces. 

Lines were thrown ashore from the schoon- 
er several times, but they wereeither broken 
or ‘torn from their fastenings on the rocks 
by the surging of the vessel. Four of the 
crew jumped overboard and attempted to 
swim ashore, but they were caught in the 
breakers, dashed against the rocks, and killed 
in the attempt. 

The others who were on the vessel took 
to the rigging and clung there while their 
strength lasted, but the enormous seas were 
more than they could battle against, and one 
by one they were swept away. The three 
men on the rocks could see their companions 
clinging to the rigging and hear their shouts 
for help above the roar of the sea, butit was 
impossible to do anything to save them. 

The place where the Gloriania was wrecked 
is one of the most dangerous on the NdOva 
Scotia coast.

As it 
proved an interesting document its writer 
was traced, and Xavier was arrested and 
tried upon the charge of treason. 7 

~The prisoner acknowledged the receipt of 
two communications from headquarters, one 
of which he said was about the discussion 
in congress at Washington. He explained 


that congress was considering a plan of 


sending a commission to the Philippines on 
account of the statement that the Filipinos 
were not. yet sufficiently developed.

DELEGATES TO GENEVA NAMED. 


Commission to Represent United States 
at Red Cross Conference ‘Announced 


at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—The delegates 
to represent the United States at the interna- 
tional conference at Geneva, Switzerland, 
next September for the purpose of revising 
and extending the Geneva treaty of 1864 
under which the various Red Cross societies 
are recognized have been designated by the 
president. They are Francis B. Loomis, the 
assistant secretary of state; Gen. George B. 
Davis, judge advocate general of the army; 
and Commander Nathan Sargent, U. 8S. N., 
whose appointment was announced this 
morning. 

Many important topics will be considered 
by the conference, chiefly looking to the 
amelioration of the suffering and horrors of 
war. All the principal nations will take part 
in the conference. 

Messrs. Hanna, Jenkins, and Conant, who 
compose the commission which will represent 
the United States at the international mone- 
tary commission, will sail from New York 
for London on May 19.

The warning was given officially by the 
marquis of Lansdowne, secretary of» state 
for foreign affairs, in a formal statement 
t the house of lords.

gr a fortified port in the Persian gulf by 
any other power as a grave menace to Brit- 
ish interests, and we should certainly resist 
with all the means at our disposal.” 
lord Lansdowne preceded this explicit 
enunciation of British policy, which may be 
described as a British Monroe doctrine cov- 
ering the Persian gulf, by a review of the 
situation there as it affected British inter- 
ests, contending that so far as the naviga- 
ion of the Persian gulf was concerned 
Great Britain held a jposition different to 
that of the other powers because it was 
ewing. to British enterprise and expenditure 
ef life and money that the gulf was now open 
to the commerce of the world, and because 
the protection of the sea route to India 
necessitated British predominarce in the 


gulf. 
Aimed at Russia. a 
Lord Lansdowne’'s attitude in this matter 
generally meets with approval, although the 
answers thereto of the other powers inter- 
ested in the gulf are awaited with som 
anxiety. 
While all the European powers are in- 
cluded in Lord Lansdowne’s warning, dip- 
jomats well understand that it is aimed di- 
rectly at Russia, whose anxiety to secure an 
outiet to the Indian ocean and the south 
Pacific through the Persian gulf is a part 
of her settled policy. Lord Lansdowne’s 
Warning supplies the checkmate to this am- 
Dition, as it is beyond the range of present. 
possibilities that Russia will risk war with 
England by attempting to gain a footing in 
the Persian gulf. 


New British Policy. 


Lansdowne’s statement also marks a 
wholesome renewal of the vitality and vigor 
of British policy, and alters the whole com- 
plexion the general crisis which is now 
arising in European affairs. Russian ef- 
forts in. Manchuria and in the Persian gulf 
are for the present checked, and the chief 
motives which led Russia to hold in check 
the Balkan troubles by every means in her 
power are thereby removed. The only re- 
maining reasons why Russia should con- 
tinue her present policy in Macedonia and 
Bulgaria are her partial unpreparedness for 
an immediate campaign against Turkey and 
the seridus unrest within her own borders.

It was true, he 
said, that they were not dealing now with 
the passage of the loan of $150,000,000, which 
the colonies were willing to make towards 
the cost of the war, but. the whole arrange- 
ment must be treated together, and he might 
almost say that the support of the commit- 
tee to the loan now under consideration was 
asked conditionally on the contribution of 
thé $150 000,000 to which he had referred. At 
the present time the finances of the Orange 
River colony showed an equilibrium, and he 
thought they might look forward to an ad- 


-ditional $25,000,000 from that source without 


imposing additional taxation on that colony. 


Step Towerd Federation. 
Secretary Chamberlain announced that the

The Chronicle also deals with the decline 
in British credit, but is less perturbed than 
the Mail. 


GERMAN EMPEROR LEAVES ROME 


Kaiser and His Suite Start for Berlin 
After Several Days in Italian 
Capital.

ROME, May 6.—Emperor William and his 
suite left here this evening for Berlin. 

Several women were presented to Hmperor 
William during the day, including Mrs. 
Meyer, wife of the United States atmbassa- 
dor, to whom the emperor spoke for some 
time, showing his familiarity with and inter- 
est in American affairs. The emperor also 
received Adelaide Ristori, whom he saluted 
as the ‘‘ queen of tragedy.”’ 

The emperor during the morning visited the 
site of the Goethe statue and the basilica 
of St. Agnes, where Cardinal Copp, bishop 
of Breslau, a German, is the titular head. 

The emperor lunched with the queen moth- 
er at the Buoncompagnie palace, and left 
Rome later in the afternoon.

TURKISH TROOPS KILL SIXTY 
CHRISTIANS AT VANITZA. 


~—Four Italian Warships Arrivé at 
the Harbor—Street Fighting Con- 
tinves and Hundreds of Arrests Be- 
ing Made Daily—Report of Massa- 
cre of 9,000 at Novi Bazar Is Not 
Credited.

SALONICA, May 6.—Sixty Bulgarians 
were killed in a fight with Turkish troops 
at the village of Vanitza. Deltzeff. the Bul- 
garian leader, was among the killed. Four 
Turkish soldiers were killed three 
wounded. -Thirty houses were burned. 

A Bulgarian band led by Petroff has been 
routed at Krapestaza. Seven of the Bul- 
garians were killed. 

Martial law was proclaimed in Salonica 
yesterday. 

The battleships Sardegna and Francesco 
Morosini, the cruiser Carlo Alberto, and the 
torpedo cruiser Calatafimi of the Italian 
navy, have arrived here. 


Christian Massacre Not Credited. 

VIENNA, May 6.—The statement that 9,000 
Christian, inhabitants of Novi Bazar, Euro- 
pean Tufkey, have been massacred by mos- 
lems, published by a news agency in the 
United States, is regarded as an invention. 

Advices recejved here from Salonica say 
that hundreds of Bulgarians have been ar- 
rested and that street fights are constantly 
taking place. Women and children, espe- 
clally young girls, take a prominent part in 
these disturbances. 

It is asserted that bomb outrages have 
been planned in all the towns of Macedonia. 


Arrests at Constantinople.

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 6.—The police 
are making domiciliary visits and are search- 
ing the Bulgaro-Macedonian quarters of the 
city.

‘Has St. Louis an ordinance regulating 
hotel, tavern, boarding, and lodging rates, 
and if not, will you undertake to get such 


_an ordinance enacted? 


. “ Has St. Louis ordinances providing maxi- 
mum rates of charge for public conveyances? 

‘What is the best arrangement for steam 
or electric cars to the world’s fair grounds?” 

The letters conclude: ‘‘ Our people are 
anxious to have this information, and we 
beg to assure you that if hotel and carriage 
extortions that prevailed during the recent 
dedication services are to obtain during the 
fair Colorado people should like to know 
this fact.” 

Germany Asks a Copyright. 

BERLIN, May 6.—The foreign office has 
begun negotiations with the government at 
Washington, in accordance with the sugges- 
tions of the chambers of commerce of Berlin, 
Munich, Carisruhe, and other places, toward 
amending the copyright, act of 1891 so as to 
atford German exhibits at the St. Louis ex- 
position better protection from reproduction.

“WATER CURE” IN ASYLUM 
TOLD OF BY FORMER NURSE. 


Miss Knox of Topeka Describes Method 
of Subduing Refractory Patients at 
State Institution. 


Topeka, Kas., May 6.—[{Special.]—It has 
been customary to administer the “ water 
cure” to refractory patients at the Topeka 
Asylum for the Insane, according to the 
testimony of Miss Knox of Topeka, given 
before the legislative investigation commit- 
tee this morning. She was an attendant at 
the asylum. 

How was the water cure administered?” 
inquired W. 8. Jenks of the committee. 

“ When a patient refused to obey the or- 
ders given by the superintendent, Miss Hous- 
ton,”’ said Miss Knox, “ the attendants were 
ordered by Miss Houston to throw a sheet 
over the patient’s head and draw her to the 
floor. While the attendants held the pa- 
tient Miss Houston poured water out of a 
pan into the patient's face, The water was 
poured fast and the pouring continued until 
the patient agreed to obey orders.”’ 

Miss Knox said that a Miss Gower suc- 
ceeded Miss Houston as head attendant in 
the female ward, and thatthe “ water cure 
was not administered under her, but that 
refractory patients were strapped toa bench

the Season. 


ERROR COLUMN IS FAT, 


Home Team Finally Corrals Win- 
ning Run; Score 10 to 9; 
No Arrests. 


In the craziest game that ever disgraced a 
major league diamond the White Stockings 
won the concluding game of the Detroit series 
by a score of 10’ to 9, making it six straight 
victéries. at home. Seven or eight moving 
picture machines geared to 116 miles a second 
might be able to reproduce in a way every- 
thing that happened, but that is a matter of 
some doubt, and in no other way could any 
adequate idea of the affair be conveyed to 
the public. 

With a view to making a clean sweep of 
the serles Manager Callahan put Fiaherty 
in to pitch. He pitched all right, but the 
home plate was the only spot on the diamond 
he seemed able to locate. His supporters 
contracted the same craze for bizarre throw- 
ing, and inside of four innings had literaily 
forced Detroit to accept six runs. Manager 
Barrows selected Aleck Jones to stop the 
White Sox, and it looked as if he was going 
to, but what happened to Jones in the fourth 
and fifth innings put a new face on the moon. 
It will probably never be known just what did 
happen, but in some way the home team ac- 
cumulated seven runs and a lead of one. 

Weathér Also (‘Goes Crazy.” 

Aleck watched the game from the bench 
thereafter, and Mal Hason took his place. 
Mal stopped the White Sox for a time, until 
the Tigers seemingly won the game in the 
eighth with three runs, all made without 
the slightest semblance of a safe hit. Then 
in their last chance the White Sox pulled 
themselves togethér, and with the aid of 
the craziest playing of the day by Detroit 
piled three runs across the rubber and-won, 
Mal Eason being the craziest of the bunch 
at the end. Even the weather went crazy, 
and the thermometer fell so fast and hard 
during the afternoon that it was reported 
it had sustained a compound fracture of the 
medulla oblongata. 

There was one bright feature in the game, 
and that was the fighting spirit shown by 
the White Sox all the way. After they had 
put themselves out of the running by play- 
ing which would have been a discredit toa 
high school nine, they fought themselves 
into the lead in the middle of the game. Then 
when another attack of blind staggers put 
the game almost hopelessly beyond their 
reach they went out after it and got it. 
Flaherty was hit for only six hits altogether, 
and pitched steadily throughout, In spite of 
his own and his backers’ rank fielding. 


Errors, Errors, Errors. 

It was all Detroit at the start. A base 
on balls, Flaherty’s first bum throw, and 
a double by Gessler scored two runs in the 
first. A base on balls and four errors gave 
Detroit two more in the second. Two more 
errors, a scratch hit and a clean one were 
the factors of the two scored by Detroit in 
the fourth. Up to that time the White Sox 
had been like putty in the hands of Jones. 
But in Chicago’s half of the fourth Aleck 
got a fleeting vision of what was coming 
his way. A pass, a double, and a single al- 
lowed the White Sox two runs. 

The fifth was exceedingly serumptious 
from the fans’ standpoint, but nearly drove 
the scorefs to Dunning. Dolan, Jones, and 
Green hit safely for a starter, and Dolan 
got home. Hallman was passed, making a 
full house. Isbell hit to Yeager, who 
swapped places with Elberfeld yesterday, 


‘and Yeager made eight or nine stabs at 


the ball, failing to pick it up atall. Jones 
scored: house still full; nobody out. Daly 
was passed, forcing in Green. Tannehill 
smashed one over second base, which Yeager 
partly blocked but could not recover in time 
to force Daly, who was coming down from 
f.rst on it. Hallman scored—house full—none 
out yet. McFarland hit at Yeager, and this 
time a double play resulted, but Isbell scored 
the fifth run, and Chicago was a run ahead 
when Flaherty was put out and the side final- 


ly retired. 
More Errors. 

Eason went in then, and both teams played 
steady baseball for two innings without 
event. In the eighth the White Sox went 
crazy again. Barrett led off witha hit which 
Tannehill threw wildly to Dolan. Flaherty 
hit Elberfeld, and that lead of one looked 
like confederate money. Crawford laid down 
a bunt toward third. Isbell got it up cleanly, 
but, instead of hitting Dolan's vicinity, threw 
the ball into the right field bleachers and 
three runners trotted home. That apparent- 
ly satisfied everybody, for the batters went 
out in order until the last half of the ninth, 
when the White Sox suddenly realized the 
opprobrium which rested upon them and 
went in to wipe out as much as possible of it. 

Jones cracked a safe hit into left, and Green 
trundied one out to center. Hallman‘ drew 
his third complimentary of the day, and 
there wasn’t a room to spare in the house. 
Isbell forced Hallman at second, but beat out 
the attempted double play and Jones scored. 


Just One More. 


Green was at third, with one out and one 
run needed to tie. Daly poked the ball over 
toward right field and Carr headed it off, but 
fumbled, then threw high over Eason’s head. 
Green scored, and while Eason was chasing 
the ball Isbell got around’ to third and made 
a bluff to go home.

Milam’s Derby Colt Is Defeat- 


ed After a Pretty Strug- 
gle at Worth. 


MILKIRK SHOWS CLASS. 


| Two Year Old from the Bennett 


Stable Breaks the Track 


Events of chief tnterest at Worth yester- 
day were Milkirk’s easy win of the four 
and a half furlong dash, in which he,sliced 
one-fifth of a second off the track record 
for the distance, and Dan McKenna’s eat 
by Potheen in the mile and twenty yards 
race. The other four events were selling 
affairs contested by a more or less indiffer- 
ent lot. 

The race in which Dan McKenna was com- 
pelled to take second money was easily the 
feature of the afternoon, in so far that three 
of the five starters are American Derby as- 
pirants, and the other two, Rolling Boer 
and Potheen, are fairly good handicap tim- 
ber. McKenna, because of his victory at 
a mile and seventy yards on Monday, with 
110 pounds up, in which he hung up a new 
track mark, was made a topheavy favorite. 
Even money was considered quite liberal— 
so much so that he was played heavily. Of 
the others Ahola was next considered, and 
the price against her was pounded down 
from 10 to 6 to 1L 


Ahola’s Early Speed. 

Booker, who piloted the Bradley Derby 
filly, evidently was instructed to make a 
runaway race of it, as he took her to the 
front at the first turn, and scooted her along 
the backstretch a half dozen lengths before 
Milam’s colt, her néarest companion. Roll- 
ing Boer, at this stage of the race, was third, 
a length before Canyon, with Potheen bring- 
ing up the rear. Oanyon and Potheen moved 
by the Boer horse in the race to the half, 
but could not gain on McKenna, who was 
still chasing Ahola. Canyon fell back 
rounding the far turn, and, as:'Bradley’s trick 
‘was backing up, McKenna’s chances be- 
came rosy. There was a general closing up 
on Ahola when the field straightened out 
for home, and at the eighth pole the filly 
ceased to be a factor. With her practically 
dead, P. Phillips, who rode McKenna, had 
clear sailing, and, thinking he had the race 
*“‘cinched,’’ halted in his vigorous work, and 
permitted A. Hall to creep up on him with 
Potheen. With a new contestant’s hoofs 
clattering in his wake, Phillips again got 
down to business, but the older horse, ex- 
ceptionally well ridden, had the stamina, 
and, in a driving finish, nosed out Dan 
McKenna. Rolling Boer came fast in the 
final sixteenth, and secured the short end 
of the purse. 

The time, despite the record breaking pace 
set by Ahola, was 1% seconds slower than the 
track record. 


Milkirk a Speedy Trick. 

Milkirk showed himself a speddy young- 
ster in the short sprint and beat the track 
‘mark set by his stable companion, Sanctum, 
on the opening day a fifth of a second: It 
was his second out and also his second win, 
and judging from the manner in which he 
spreadeagied his field he is far above the 
ordinary, Dominick wasted no time in send- 
ing him to the front, and once there he was 
never in danger. Elie and Beneficent had it 
out for second money part way, but the for- 
mer proved the better at the end.

ROUGH BOOS 


JOCKEY FINDS AMERICAN RACING 
IS DIFFERENT. 


‘Loses on Rollick II. at Louisville Be- 


cause He Allows His Mount to Be In- 
terfered With — Also Defeated on 
Hargis in the Clark Handicap, 
Which Goes to the 15 to 1 Shot Love’s 
Labor—Jane Oaker, Favorite in Last 
Race, Runs Away at Post. 


Louisville, Ky., May 6.—[(Special.]*It was 
Clark day at Churchill Downs and a big 
crowd saw Love’s Labor: win the Clark 
handicap, which was named after the founder 
of the Louisville Jockey club, Col. M. Lewis 
Clark. The.Clark stakes have been an an- 
nual feature, and in former years the race 
was run as a sequel to the Kentucky Derby. 
This year it was changed to a handicap. 

Woodlake was the only Derby starter 
which sported silk, and he cut about as much 
figure as he did in the Derby. Hereafter he 
will have to be passed up as a sprinter. 

The day also marked the reappearance in 
ve saddie in his native country of Johnny 

eiff, who has been the talk of two conti- 
nents. Reiff’s experience in foreign coun- 
tries did him little good if his work on Hargis 
in the Clark stakes and on Rollick II. in the 
one mile and seventy yards can be taken as a 
sample of best efforts. In England and 
France the jockeys keep their positions, and 
any crowding or cutting off is met with se- 
vere punishment. The rule is in the book 
of the Western Jockey club, but it is not 
followed to the letter at any of the courses 
under its jurisdiction. 

Reiff was given a good sample today in 
both races of the obstacles he will have to 
encounter if he expects to uphold his rep- 
utation.

JUDGE AND WOMAN ATTORNEY 


ARE THREATENED IN LETTERS. 


Warned Against Acting in Divorce 
‘Suit on Painof Death. 


Letters containing threats against herself 
and Judge Murray F. Tuley have been receiv- 
ed by Antoinette Funk, attorney for one of 
the principals in a divorce suit. Although 
the letters have been‘in her possession’sev- 
eral days Miss Funk said nothing about them 
further than to warn Judge Tuley until yes- 
terday. 

* I have paid little attention to the letters,”’ 
she said, as I believe, they have been writ- 
ten by some irresponsible person. I have an 
‘idea who wrote them.” . 

Miss Funk is attorney for Mrs. William F. 
Stewart, whose husband, a detective in Chief 
O'Neill's office, sued for divorce. Mrs. 
Stewart opposed the suit,.and asked for 
separate ntenance. The letters refer to 
Stewart's daughter, “ Lovie,”’ to secure the 
control of whom. Stewart, brought habeas 
corpus proceedings several months ago. — 

One of the letters received by Miss Funk 
contains the folowing: 

“God help you if you get Judge Tuley to 
give Lovie Stewart to her mother. Call it 
off. Your last warning. Remember.” 
Another letter in which Judge Tuley's 
name is mentioned says: ‘‘ Youand Tuley are 
easy marks to fix, and you will be the first 
to get it, sure. This is no bluff. Your 
dear Judge Tuley-won't get off any more 
than you. You won't know what hit you. 
I won't write again. Will act.” 

Judge Tuley says he is not alarmed by 
the threats. ‘‘ Miss Funk met me before the 
trial opened, and told me she had received 
the letters,’’ he said last evening. ‘‘ She said 
she thought it her duty to inform me of it, 
and showed them tome. They were written 
in a miserable hand, and I could hardly read 
them. I thought at the time they had been 
written by some irresponsible’ person, and 
dismissed the matter from my mind. 

** I do not think either Miss Funk or myself 
need be alarmed. I am not inclined to be- 
lieve Mr. Stewart has any knowledge of 
the author of the letters. He came to me 
this afternoon and said he did not want me 
to think he was connected with the matter. 
I have every reason to believe he spoke the 
truth.” | 

Judge Tuley heard the evidence in the 
cases and told Stewart and his wife to go 
home and live together, to guard their tem- 
pers, and not to allow relatives to interfere 
with their happiness. The court held that, 
even if their claims were true, neither had 
proved cruelty. Mrs. Stewanfsaid her hus- 
band brought home a syringe to squirt water 


on the table and told her to “ get along on 
that” for the day. All this Stewart denied. 


CENTRAL DETECTIVE OFFICE 


Chief O’Neill and Mayor to Investigate 
Charges — Present Organization De- 
clared to Be a Failure. 


The tactics of the detectives at the central 
office in the city hall are to be investigated 
by Chief O'Neill, and Mayor Harrison is 
likely to take a-hand in the matter.

. Respectable residents along Wabash ave- 
nue,. who remember when that was-a fash- 
ionable street, declared yesterday that un- 
less the city stopped the encroachments of 
the levee district they would have to aban- 
don homes where they have lived for years. 
But they are not going to give up without 
a fight. 

am tired of talking,” said Samuel! Stefel, 
2522 Wabash avenue, “‘and intend to act. 
Tomorrow morning my nephew, Samuel Al- 
schuler, will call on Mayor Harrison and 
see if it is not possible to stimulate the ef- 
forts of the police to clean out these places. 
My family wants me to move away as others 
have done, but I do not wish to leave my 
home. Property owners can no longer rent 
their dwellings to respectable people.” 

The street isn’t what it used to be,” said 
R. H. White, 2512 Wabash avenue. ‘“ The 
‘levee’ been creeping on us for a num- 
ber of years, and soon it will sweep the last 
of us away. Property owners began to move 
away, and their houses were filled by a 
class of tenants that constantly retro- 


‘When I came here eighteen years ago,”’ 
said Dr. W. A. Stevens, 2631 Wabash ave- 
nue, *“‘every man within two biocks lived 
in his own property and now there are but 
three. Conditions have become much worse 
in the last year, and respectable people will 
no longer occupy houses in this locality.’ 

Property owners themselves are to 
blame,”’ said K. Heckster, who has lived 
at 2513 Wabash avenue for twenty-one years. 
“They have no business to rent to undesir- 
able parties. They are too anxious to get 
high interest on their money.” 

The “levee” district which has sprung 
up in West Madison street is also under fire. 
It is charged that the lax administration 
of justice in the west side courts is in a 
great measure résponsible. Inspector Shea 
says the police are handicapped by the fail- 
ure of the justices to impose heavy fines. 
The justices in turn blame the assistant 
city prosecutors, who, they say, make rec- 
ommendations to the courts. -This is de- 
nied by City Prosecutor Taylor. 
“In no.case does this office make any 
recommendation as to the amount of fines,” 
said Mr.’ Taylor. The justice is the sworn 
officer of the law whose duty it is to levy 
such fines as shall effectually prevent the

Take Mr. R. T.:Crane’s pamphlet at its 
full face value, admit that he has proved 
everything he thinks he has proved—and 
what do you have? Merely the unagitat- 
ing fact that if a boy is given an education 
preparing him for one kind of thing he is 
not thereby prepared for another kind of 
By “ college education ” Mr. Crane means 
a severely classical and academic training. 
He means the kind of training which the 
colleges provided when their graduates 
went almost unanimously into professional 
and literary life. He expressly. excludes 
from consideration those changes which 
the colleges. have made in order to adapt 
themselves to the change in the prospective 
careers of their students. He categorically 
refuses to discuss commercial and technical 
courses and the commercial] and technical 
studies which have been introduced into 
the literary courses. He singles out for 
his quarry the round of studies followed 
by the students who in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred intend to keep out of busi- 
He turns his back on the round of 
studies followed by the students who in- 
tend to go into business. And he then 
beats the drum and clashes the cymbals 
“over his conclusion that the college bred 
man is at a disadvantage in commercial 
life. 


But even this conclusion is not satisfac- | 


‘torily established by Mr. Crane’s array uf 
‘letters. If Mr. Crane had ever taken work 
in the historical or the sociological depart- 


“ment of any one of our larger universities 


he would not have attempted to establish 
a statistical conclusion by means of a lot 
of letters which, as he himself says, consist 
largely of “convictions”. and “impres- 
sions.” He would have adopted a more 


scientific method. He woyld have drawn’ 


up a list of those graduates of our princi- 
“pal colleges who during some given term 
‘of'years went from collegiate into commer- 
“cial life. He would have noted what per- 
centage of the total number of graduates 
his list included. He would then have 
given us the present commercial status of 
the-men whose careers were under consid- 
eration. This would not have been a great- 
er statistical task than many which are ac- 
complished every year in our universities 


. and. it would have given us some real basis 


for opinion. 

There can be no basis for opinion in data 
which the collector himself -disparages. 
Neither can there be any feeling of confi- 
dence in the collector himself when he fol- 
lows a citation from David Starr Jordan 
with the exclamation, .“ What a rhetorical 
balloon!” and then goes on to say insin- 

»Matingly, in connection with a remark of 


Prof, Jordan’s about cash boys, that he 


has “a greater respect for honest labor 
than for men who make their living by 
humbugging the public.”

CITIZENS—PROMINENT AND OTHERWISE. 


As one star differeth. from another star 
in glory so does one “ prominent citizen ” 
separate himself from another. The city 
has been saved times out of number by 
“ prominent citizens.” It was built up by 


them originally, and reconstructed by them 


after the fire of 1871. Obscure citizens had 
nothing to do with the growth of Chicago. 


The city has not recognized its obligation 
to the “prominent citizens.” 
help to build them up; it never contrib- 


It did not 


uted to their glory. It took many favors 
from them and returned none, It was 
a favor for the prominent citizens to live in 


Chicago until they got rich; and it was an 


equal fayor for them to move away. 
How tite Oalumet and Blue Island or- 


dinance happened to be passed without the 


knowledge of prominent citizens nobody 


has been able precisely to tell. They bene- 


fited by it but knew nothing of the doubtful 
arguments which caused its passage through 
the city council. Some wicked partner, 


some knavish fellow of the baser sort, must 


have procured its passage—some modest 
man did good by stealth and blushed to find 
fame. 

How it happemed that all the principal 
streets. of Chicago were grabbed by the 
traction companies without compensation, 
and without the knowledge of any prom- 
nent citizen, nobody is willing to say. It 
cannot be that any prominent citizen knew 
of it or would countenance the meays which 
brought it about, or would profit by them 
if he had the chance. 

Hundreds of street ends and many whole 
streets have been stolen; thousands of feet 
have been taken feloniously from the Chi- 
cago river; hundreds of dishonest franchises 
have been sneaked through the city coun- 
cil; alleys have been closed; sidewalks have 
been encroached upon; the building depart- 
ment has been bribed; the legislature has 
been debauched—and yet the prominent 
citizens knew nothing about it. They slept 
well. Obviously all the crimes are com- 
mitted by humble and obscure citizens, 
while the “prominent citizens” get the bene- 
fit of them. It must be so, for the prom- 
inent citizens are very indignant about it, 
and say it must not occur again. 


: A WISE DECISION. ‘ 

The citizens of the south side residing be- 
tween Sixteenth and Thirty-first streets 
and Michigan avenue and the lake have or- 
ganized themselves into the South Central 
Improvement association to clean up and 
beautify that section of the city. They 
propose to incorporate under that name, 
and the object as officially stated is “ to 
insure the cleaning, improving, and caring 
for the streets, lots, alleys, and improve- 
ments and the education of the people to a 
proper knowledge of the ordinances of the 
city.” This being the purpose of the South 
Central Improvement association, it acted 
wisely and judiciously in declining actively 
to join with an independent association 
which has been organized for the purpose of 
driving out disreputable characters from 
Wabash avenue, between Sixteenth 
Thirty-first streéts. : 

No one will doubt: that disreputable men 
and wonfen are pouring into Wabash ave- 
nue and that dives and so-called “ buffets ” 
to accommodate them are going up rapidly 
to the detriment of adjacent property. No 
one doubts that these people ought to be 
drivgn out and these dives suppressed, and 
all respectable people will applaud any ef- 
fort made in that direction. But this 
work is distinct from that cut out for the 
South Central Improvement association, 
which is the:physical cleaning of parts of 
the First and Second wards. To do this 
will require all the time of the association, 
all the money it can spare, and all its 
energy and industry, and even then the 


‘task may not be completely accomplished 


unless the police authorities lend their aid 
in the education of some people who will 
not understand they“must obey municipal 
ordinances until they have been arrested 
and fined. The improvement association 
has gone as far as it can when it promises 
to lend the independent association its 
moral support. Bven if it extends the limit 
so as to include the territory west to the 
Alley “L” tracks it cannot lend active 
help in driving out the Wabash avenue 
pests. The police must furnish that help. 
It is their duty to do it. If the South 
Central Improvement association attempts 
the work of cleaning up the First and Sec- 
ond wards, both physically and. morally, the 
outcome will be that it will squander its ef- 
forts and nothing will be cleaned up. It 
has all it can do in its legitimate work, and 
it must do it alone, as no help can be ex- 
pected from the city. 


THE NEW DRAINAGE DISTRICT. 
The bill to annex the Evanston and Cal- 
umet territory to the Chicago sanitary dis- 
trict rectifies a mistake which.was com- 
mitted when the boundaries of the district 


‘were established. It should have been ap- 


parent then that adequate provision could 
not be made for the protection of the water 
supply of Ohicago unless-a complete stop 
was put to the pouring of sewage into the 
lake by the residents of Pvanston and the 
réhidents of the district draining into the 
It was assumed that the 
people living north and south of the Chi- 
cago sanitary district would organize and 
divert their sewage from the lake. They 
have failed to do so largely on account of 
the expense and their annexation has be- 
come a necessity. 

It will take a long time to execute the 
new work which the sanitary district has 
taken in hand, but when it is completed 
Chicagoans will have pure drinking water. 
There will be an improvement in the qual- 
ity of the water when the intercepting 
sewers are finished, but absolute purity will 
not be had until the sewage which the Cal- 
umet river and the Evanston sewers now 
pour into the lake is sent down the drain- 
age channel and the Illinois river. - 

Unobjectionable &s is the bill which the 
house passed yesterday, it would not have 
gone through if the votes had not been 
forthcoming for the bill appropriating 
$142,000 for the maintenance of the old 
canal. The money appropriated will be 


spent mainly for ‘political purposes. The

INEVITABLE ACCIDENTS. 

Who is responsible? : 

This is the question we all like to settle 
whenever an accident happens. But how 
absurd it is to suppose that responsibility can 
always be determined! It is one of the con- 
sequences of mechanical and industrial de- 
velopment, and will soon be one of the 
axioms of civilized life that accidents are 
im general so divorced from presona!] re- 
sponsibility that they must be regarded as 
inevitable calamities and must be balanced 
as automatically as possible by insurance 
and compensation. 

Consider, for instancé, the cases of the 
five Chicago boys who were run down on 
Monday by street cars. Boys cannot be 
kept off the street. Street cars must run 
at a fair rate of speed. A large and heavy 
street car, running at the rate of speed 
which the public demands, cannot be 
stopped instantly. Boys will be boys and 
forget these and other equally true truisms, 
So where does that person find his justifi- 
eation who still professes to believe that 
the nal cause of every accident can be 
discoveréd ? 

The fact is that the modern world has so 
much machinery and brings people into 
such dangerous proximity to this machinery 
that every day there are accidents which 
cannot be put down to undue carelessness, 
but which, distressing as they are, must 
be accepted as inevitable. Ohildren can- 
not be kept altogether out of the streets. 


They must use the streets to go to school, | 


if for no other purpose. Their parents 
cannot always be with them or send some- 
body to take care of them. The streets on 
which cable or trolley cars run cannot be 
lined with policemen to protect heedless 
boys and girls. The most careful motor- 
man cannot always stop his car in time 
when a child suddenly dashes in front of it. 

Smal) children never can be taught to be 
cautious. There are many grown persons 
who lack caution and are responsible for 
the accidents which befall them. Perhaps 
in the ideal city all the street cars will be 
above or beneath the surface. In the city 
of today that is impossible, and that 
ymay fairly be held responsible for the 
death. or maiming of some of the children 
run over by street cars.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTEROY. |

JING VICTOR EMMANUEL has con- 
ferred a marquisate on Sig. Prinetti, 
who has just retired from the post of 

-\ minister of foreign affairs, and who, 
before turning his attention to politics, 

made a fortune for himself as the leading 
manufacturer of sewing machines and of 


bicycles. He is descended from a long line 


of Lombardy merchants and manufacturers, 
and never has put forward the slightest pre- 
tensions to blue blood or noble ancestry. 

While the marquisate has been accepted 
by the statesman as a token of sovereign sat- 
isfaction, it is doubtful whether he will make 
much use of if. In fact, titles are 
eschewed by the really nice people in Italy, 
who make a point of dispensing with their 
use and contenting themselves w the 
prefix of *“‘don” or “ dona” to their Chris- 
tian names. | 

Admiral Morin, his successor, is a man of 
entirely different character and has none of 
Prinetti’s aggressiveness, impulsiveness, and 
energy. He is exceedingly cool, unemotion- 
al, and slow to make up his mind, and is far 
more EXnglish in his temperament than Ital- 
lan. A sailor by profession, he only accept- 
ed the post of foreign minister with the ut- 
most reluctance. 


In view of the discussion that has arisen in 
connéction with the marriage of William K. 
Vanderbilt in London it may be of timely 
interest to explain that, although Dr. Tris- 
tram is styled the “‘ chancellor of the bishop- 
ric of London,” yet he is altogether inde- 
pendent of the bishop, who could not prevent 
him from granting a license of marriage to 
W. K. Vanderbilt in spite of the church's ob- 
jections to the marriage of divorced people. 

The chancellor of every diocese in the Es- 
tablished Church of England is invariably a 
layman, and is obliged to conform to the 
law of the land, being the judge of the dio- 
cesan court in matters temporal and the 


chief law officer of the dlocese, as well as the |. 


keeper of its seals. 

Now, the law permits people who have 
fulfilled all the legal requirements to marry 
again, and, this being the case, the chancellor 
had no right whatsoever to refuse to grant 
the license and could, indeed, have been 
forced to give it by law had he refused. He 
could not consider the views of the bishop 
or defer to his wishes in the matter. His 
duty was absolutely clear. For as a judge 
and as an officer of the law he had to admin- 
ister the latter and to conform to its pre- 

riptions. 


This is by no means ‘the only instance where 
the chancellor of a diocese has been obliged 
to act in flagrant opposition to the views and 
wishes of his bishop, although acting in the 
latter’s name and using the latter’s seal. 
Indeed, a few months ago the London papers 
were fiilled with complaints by bishops, call- 
ing attention to the fact that they werein no 
sense of the word responsible for the acts of 
their chancellors, that the latter were wholly 
independent of them, and that some reform 
was urgently needed in order to disassociate 
the diocesans from all oonnection with the 
measures and decisions of their chancellors. 

It is ridiculous, however, to infer from the 
condemnation of the Vanderbilt marriage by 


the bishop of London that there was any- , 


thing whatsoever illegal in the union. In- 
deed, all the requirements of the law were 
fulfilled and the marriage is valid both in 
the eyes of the law and in the eyes of the 
church. In fact, the bishop cannot even 
suspend from his office the clergyman who 
performed the marriage ceremony. For the 
church and state are united in England, and 
the clergyman is innocent of any infraction 
of the law of the land in marrying a couple 
for whose union a license had been issued by 
his diocesan chancellor. 

All that the bishop of London can do is to 
show his personal displeasure by refraining 
from visiting the church where the ceremony 
took place and by subjecting its rector toa 
species of ecclesiastical boycott. 


Prince Bernard of Saxe-Meiningen, who 
has just resigned the command of the Sixth 
army corps, is understood to have taken the 
step in consequence of the kaiser’s disap- 
proval of the general orders which he re- 
cently issued on the subject of the maltreat- 
ment of soldiers by their superiors, especial- 
ly by noncommissioned officers, and regard- 
ing drunkenness. 

The emperor is reported to take the ground 
that these general orders issued by his broth- 
er-in-law constitute an admission tothe pub- 
lic and to the world in general that maltreat- 
ment of soldiers and drunkenness are both 
of them sufficiently prevalent in the German 
army as to call for vigorous denunciation on 
the part of one of its principal command- 
ers, and, as the prince did not agree with the 
emperor about the matter, he has resigned, 
and will now probably break up the home 
which he and the princess have had at Bres- 
lau for the last ten years. 

The prince and the kaiser have never got 
on particularly well together, and the em- 
peror does not relish the disposition to sa- 
tire, the keen sense of ridicule, and the 
sometimes rather pointed witticisms of his 
clever and brilliant eldest sister. 


It was, indeed, because they did not get 
along well together with the kaiser that the 
prince and princess gave up their charm- 
ing palace at Berlin to establish themselves 
at Breslau, where the prince was given the 
command of. the Sixth army corps, which 
has its headquarters in that ancient capital 
of the Silesian province. 
The prince and princess have made them- 
selves popular there, especially with the 


territorial nobility of the district, and like- . 


wise with the population of the city, andtheir 
departure will be keenly regretted. Under 
any circumstances, however, their stay at 
Breslau would have been brought to a close 
ere long, as the prince would have been forced 
to resign his command on succeeding to the 
throne of his father, the présent reigning 
duke of Saxe-Meiningen, who is old, indeed, 
and who is so ailing and infirm that his 
death may take place at any time. When 
that happens Prince Bernard will become a 
fellow sovereign of his brother-in-law, and 
an ally, and as such it would be impossible 
for him to continue to hold the active com- 
mand of a Prussian army corps. More- 
over, his time would be taken up by his 
duties as a ruler. 

The prince and princess of Saxe-Meiningen 
are on the most intimate and affectionate 
of terms with Prince and Princess Henry 
of Prussia, with the crown princess of Greece, 
and, in fact, with all the members of their 
family. But that there has been for several 
years past a coldness between themselves 


' and the emperor is apparent from the fact 


that hie did not attend the wedding of their 
only child, Princess Feodore, to Prince 
Henry of Reuss, and that he was similarly 
absent from the celebration of their silver 
wedding the other day, which took place at 
Kiel, imsthe palace of Prince and Princess 
Henry. 


Although Princess Hohenberg, the mor- 
ganatic wife of the Austrian heir apparent, 
does not go to court, or take part in any of 
the ceremonies and festivities of the imperial 
family, yet she is on friendly terms with 
nearly all the members of the imperial fami- 
ly, and receives frequent visits from the 
emperor, who entertains the highest re- 
gard for her. 

Indeed, there is but one_of all the three 
or four score archdukes of the house of Haps- 
burg who has not called on her at the Bel- 
vedere palace, which is her homeat Vienna~ 
namely: the Archduke Frederick, whose at- 
titude is probably prompted by his wife. 
For Princess Hohenberg was, as Countess 
Chotek, one of her ladies in waiting, and the 
archduchess, far from promoting the suit of 
the heir apparent for the countess’ -hand, 
placed every conceivable obstacle in the 
way, and did not conceal her resentment at 
the marriage.

“and expectations caused us to make large 
purchases and do large advertising which 
we could have done without, and which was 
unnecessary, compelling us to ask for loans 
and making the trade suspicious of our inten- 
tentions.”’ 

The Universal has employed counsel and 
proposes to begin suits against the tobacco 
trust because of “ distrediting statements 
and the oppressive methods employed 
against the sale of our goods.”’ President 
Butler concludes with the following: 

“The syndicate formed by Frank Tilford 
and Wilson & Stephens, which organized this 
company, has not furnished all the money 
which it agreed to do, and we have caused 
suit to be brought for the balance due. Your 
president has loaned the company large 
sums of money which are still due, and ‘he 
has not received his salary for his services. 

“In view of these facts, it Is considered 
best by the directors for the company’s inter- 
est, not to publish at the présent time any 
detailed statement of the company’s affairs, 
though it is the intention te do so in the 
near future, and to submit jsome plan by 
which the compari can pay off its loans and 
increase its working capital."
